Applicant's 
representative presented a proposed set of claim amendments and Examiner noted that it appeared that the 
proposed claim amendments would overcome the cited art but that Examiner has indicated that he would conduct a 
further review of the art on the record and on 04/22/09. Examiner and applicant's representative further discussed the 
claims and agreed that incorporating dependent claims 2 and 3 into independent claim 1 and also incorporating 
dependent claims Wand 17 into independent claim 15 would not only overcome the ground of rejection but also 
makes the application novel/allowable. However Examiner indicated that a final review by the Supervisor (SPE) is 
reguired before the application is finally allowed. .
